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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant emphasizes that it is the "device" 
that is positioned at the in situ valve (e.g., present claim 26, line 6). If this is true for the embodiment of Figure 9, then the "device" would 
have to include at least one of the continuous, elongate members (224) having first and second ends. But this would contradict the 
limitation that the "device" includes a "single", continuous elongate member (e.g., claim 26, line 3), because elongate member (225) must 
also be included In order to meet the limitations at claim 26, line 7 (for example). To ignore the term "single" in determining whether the 
instant claims are supported by the original disclosure and yet to accord said term patentable weight relative to prior art such as Melvin, US 
5,957,977, would be confusing and unfair to the public; therefore, the examiner refuses to do so. 
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
